HORSES. 


Bow and Under What circumstances They 


Should be Shod. 


This subject! is receiving attention at 


tho bauds of many of the most promi- 
nent veterinary surgeon? in the coun- 
try, 
among 
them 
Prof.

fl. 


Sladc, of Harvard College, who, in a, 
recent article to tho Liveryman, says 
that horse-shoeing has given rise to 
much controversy, yet it is a matter 
which in itself, BO far at least as re- 
gards thoprincipal object in view, is ex- 
tremely simple and easily understood. 
The object of the shoo is the protection 
of tho ground surface of the outer wall 
of the hoof against excessive wear. 
In 


tho wild horse, tho balance between 
the growth and the wear of tho horn 
and tho hoof, is equally maintained, 
but when civilization subjects tho ani- 
mal to hard nnd rapid labor upon 
paved and macadamized roads, then 
this balance is destroyed—tho wear ex- 
ceeds tho growth. Hence the aim of 
the farrier is to guard against this con- 
dition of things by attaching a rim of 
iron or stool to the circumference of 
the foot. The moment this is done, 
'however, tho balance is again des- 
troyed the growth will exceed the wear, 
necessitating in time tho removal of 
this metallic rim, and tho reduction ot 
tho horn bv arlilicial means. Although 
tlio growth ot tho horn downward is 
equal over tho ontiro surface of tho 
wall, it will usually bo found that m 
tho healthy foot moro must bo removed 
irom tho too than 
from 
heels or 


quarters. This is because tho shoo is 
firmly iastoned to tho too, whereas, in 
tho other regions, chpocially at the 
Jjpols, there is 
B, certain amount of 


motion allowed by tho absence of tho 
nails, and consequently moro or loss 
wear takes place. This may bo readily 
soon on examination of a shoo that has 
boon worn for threo or more weeks, 
tho burnished lino on tlio toot surface 
of the shoo showing distinctly tho out- 
lino of contact, 
It may bo asked 


whether it is not practicable m many 
oases to dispense with shoeing. \\o 
answer most unhesitatingly, yes, with

Calks are detrimental under any cir- 


cumstancras, 
and should always be 


avoided if possible. Thcro can be no 
reason or excuse for their use ou road 
horses of light draft in. summer, oven 
ou pavements. 
When actually re- 


quired, it i9 very essential that they 
should have an equal bearing on all 
sides, at tho toe as well as at the heels. 
Any unequal distribution of the weight 
of 'the animal is suro to bring about 
strains of tho ligaments, sinews, and 
muscles. Tho fashionable hepl of the 
modern bello is not moro suro to lay 
tho foundation for future suffering. 
No shoo should bo allowed to remain 
upon thn foot moro than four or live 
weeks. Many horsemen patronize the 
farrier who nails on the shoes so that 
they will remain more than double that 
time, with the idea thab'such a proceed- 
ing is economical, whereas it is the 
fuithercst 
possible 
remove 
from 


economy. As the growth of the horn is 
constantly downward and outward, 
tho shoo which, when applied weeks 
before, wns fitted to tho foot, has now 
become altogether too small, and con- 
sequently there Is constant pressure 
upon the sensitive portions at the 
quarters, causing 
corns and qther 


affections. 
On tho removal of the 


shoe, If again to be applied, the ground 
surface ot the wall of tho hoof must bo 
reduced by the rasp to a perfect level, 
which can bo attained by the cyo ac- 
customed to good work. 
Tho level of 


tho untouched solo forms a ready and 
practical guide for tho amount of re- 
duction. Neither tho solo or tho frog 
should undergo the least mutilation, 
since, nature removes by constant ex- 
foliation all superfluous horn, neither 
should tho natural harrier at the heels, 
rnovidod for tho express purpose of 
keeping tho foot expanded, ever be cut 
into, as is tho 
almost 
universal 


custom, undor tho insane idea that 
it 
"opens 
out" the 
foot. 
No 


greater folly) or barbarity can 
be 


committed, 
and 
no 
surer 
way 


could be dovisod for producing con- 
traction with its attendant evils. Tho 
walls of tho hoof should never bo 
rasped. It is by this process^that the 
external iibors or tho horn 
re de- 


stroyed, Iho bountiful polish removed, 
and the internal sutfaco exposed, 
whereby the entire stiucture is ren- 
dered moro brittle and unfit to perform 
its 
functions.

This information 
will be published in the monthly crop 
and statistioan report, issued by the sec- 
retary of the Illinois^Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


MACON COUNTY 


Wheat early in the winter was up to an 


average in condition. The area is not as 
large as that of the nrevious seeding. The 
severe freezing 
weather between the 


heavy snows when the ground was ex- 
posed seriously damaged 
the 
wheat. 


Crops suffered most during the cold period 
in March. The prospects are not en- 
couraging for even one-fourth of an av- 
erage yield per acre. Rye has not suffer- 
ed so seriously, and with favorable con- 
ditions until harvest, will make over 
three-fourths of an average yield per acre. 


There has been some oases of glanders 


among the horses of the county, and the 
losses resultirg from hog cholera have 
been quite severe in localities. Cattle are 
rather thin in flesh. Sheep aro in good 
seasonable condition, The severe freez- 
ing weather the past winter has put the 
ground in line condition for plowing and 
planting. Spring rains and warm wen- 
ther are needed to stait vegetation. 
There will be a largo area of oats and 
corn this season.
